5. COST OF COMPLEX NOW ESTIMATED AT 700 TO 800 MILLION 

1976 DOLLARS, NOT REPEAT NOT INCLUDING INFRASTRUCTURE SUCH 
AS ROADS THROUGH MANGROVE SWAMPS. HOUSING, AND JETTIES. 

DEPT 70 PERCENT, EQUITY 30 PERCENT. EQUITY TO BE FURTHER 
DIVIDED 60 PERCENT FMG, 30 PERCENT FOREIGN AND 10 PERCENT

7. PETROCHEMICAL COMPLEX MAY ALSO AT LATER DATE ADD FACILITIES 
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TO PRODUCE METHANOL (OF CHEMICAL GRADE RATHER THAN FOR USE AS FUEL) 
PEACOCK ESTIMATED CAPACITY MIGHT BE 1,000 TONS PER DAY. MOST 
WOULD HAVE TO BE EXPORTED, BUT SOME WOULD BE USED DOMESTICALLY 
IN MANUFACTURE OF THERMOSET RESIUS (LIKE BAKELITE), PLYWOOD, AND

9. PEACOCK SAID WHAT IS REALLY HOLDING UP PROGRESS ON PETROCHEMICAL 
COMPLEX IS THAT ECONOMICS OF ETHYLENE PLANT (WHICH WILL BE 100 
PERCENT FMG OWNED) ARE UNCERTAIN DUE TO INABILITY TO RESOLVE 
QUESTION OF FEEDSTOCK. MEETINGS WERE HELD ON THIS IN IANUARY AND 
FEBRUARY 1976, AT WHICH TIME THE MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIES TOLD CHEM 
SYSTEMS THAT GAS FEEDSTOCK WOULD BE PROVIDED FROM INDEPENDENT MOI 
GATHERING SYSTEM. AS RESULT OF ASSISSINATION OF HEAD OF STATE IN 
FEBRUARY AND SUBSEQUENT DISLOCATION OF FMG, NEXT MEETING ON 
SUBJECT WITH CHEM SYSTEMS NOT HELD UNTIL JUNE. CHEM SYSTEMS SENT TWO 
EXPERTS TO NIGERIA IN AUGUST TO STUDY CASH FLOWS AND PROJECT 
SCHEDULE, BUT FEEDSTOCK ISSUE UNRESOLVED THEN AND STILL IS. 

MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM RESOURCES INSISTS IT WILL CONTROL ALL GAS 
GATHERING, AND NATIONAL GATHERING GRID WILL NOT BE READY FOR LONG 
TIME. SINCE BEST FEEDSTOCK, ETHANE SEPARATED FROM METHANE, WILL 
NOT BE AVILABLE IN TIME, CHEM SYSTEMS NOW CONSIDERING STOPGAP OF 
IMPORTING NAPTHA OR PROPANE TO RUN COMPLEX, OR EVEN CONSTRUCTION 
OF OFFSHORE GAS SEPARATION PLANT.
